E. M. Newman, Lecturer, tells of

in the Balkan States
' and Turkey,

"When will the time come when a
great nation like the United States will
own proper homes for our foreign o

representatives abroad? It is a
shams that the United States Congress
Is teo stingy to provide homes which
would be In keeping with our dignity
and prestige among the nations of the
world." This question was propounded by
E. M. Newman, who lectured last night
before the National Geographic Society

at tho New Masonic Temple on "A Van-
ishing Empire." Illustrated with beauti-
ful colored slides and motion pictures,
showing Constantinople.

In European and Asiatic Turkey.

That the fate or Turkey and the future
lies in tho hands 08 the great powers
of Europe, was the statement made by
Mr. Newman, who contended that the
Balkan allies will conclude peace with
Tnrirei- - but that the great European
powers will rob them of the fruits of
their victories and will divide European
Turkey among themselves, giving the
Balkan statea but meager compensation
tnr iheln troubles In driving the Turk
back Into Asia. Mr. Newman said that
th Ration allle were successful prin
clpally because Turkey was unprepared
for war with Italy and that the Albanian
Insurrection in connection with the
Italian war left Turkey in a weakened
condition, not prepared to withstand the
combined assault of the Balkan allies.
